An amendment by Senator Rudd it 
provides that those who secure text­ 
book contracts shall place th?

W hat Yew senators were in the sen­ 
ate sat up straight and began to no­ 
tice hard.

Senator Owen remained undaunted;, 
one would have thought from his bear­ 
ing that fie was a veteran of parlia­ 
m entary warfare. Not always was the 
retort such as would have withstood 
close logical analysis, but .always it 
was* apropos. 
The Oklahoma Senator had proved. 


his ability to parry with the masters 
of debate, and thence he was let alone 
to continue his speech without in­ 
terruption, but with a more atten­ 
tive audience than bt had had prev­ 
iously. 
Senator Owen assailed the Aldrich 
bill as a whole and assaulted it in de­ 
tail. 
He pointed out his objections to 
it item by item /so thai his speech 
constituted the most comprehensive 
criticism of that m easure yet made 
in the senate.

Lincoln'* Small Pen. 


Like Lincoln, both of these tamou: 


men sacrificed much to public life. One 
of Lincoln's largest fees while a law 
ty.er in Illinois was a land warran 
zor his services in th0 Black Haw] 
*war. He took a' tract of land In Iowa 
•opposite Omaha. His fellow-lawyers 
took him to task for accepting smal 
fees, or none at all. saying it demora 
lized the profession. "Old Abe," as he 
was then called, defended two boys on 
murder charges and would take notb 
Jng for It. When he came to New 
York in ISSu to deliver his famous ad 
dress at the Cooper institute, an olc 
friend asked him how he fared in the 
•world. 


"Oh, very well," Lincoln is said to 


have replied. "I have a cottage . «t 
Springfield and about, $8.000 in money 
If they make me vice-president with 
Seward, as some say they will, I shali 
be able to increase It to $20,000, and 
that Is as much as any man ought to 
want." 


Lincoln's fortunes were about In

Mr. Cromwell, a small, secretive and 


.father nervous man, has been com- 
ipared to a mole for the way he bur- 
.TOWS into intricate business prob- 
lems. He combines a legal judgment 
with brilliant financial skill. 


Fortune in Single Case. 


A man with. such a unique. genius 


might be expected to make exception- 
ally large fees. His first big case, for 
Instance, brought $200,000. This was 
In November, 1890. 
The brokerage 


firm of Decker, Howell & Co. was 
forced to suspend with liabilities of 
$10,000,000. Mr. Cromwell was made 
assignee. He managed the affairs of 
the concern so skillfully that he de- 
clared a dividend ol 100 per cent. He 
was paid $7,222.16 for this work. 


The many great cases that have 


•since added to Mr. Cromwell's fame 
were overshadowed by bis fee for the 
Panama canal, deal. Busy as he was 
here, Mr. Cromwell found time to look 
Into the higher politics of Central and 
:8outh America. How he got track of 
the situation la Panama is a mystery. 
•When he became general counsel for 
the new Panama Canal Company In 
1886 the isthmian route hardly had a 
friend in this country. 
He quietly 


started the campaign to have the 
United States buy the property, won 
over the French bondholders, gained 
supporters for the scheme la this 
country and finally offered the United 
States the option of the canal tor 
440,000,090. What came 
after—the 


failure of the Hay-Herran treaty, the 
Panama revolution, said to have been 
planned In New York, aud the hasten- 
ing of the negotiations—Is familiar 
history. But BB a monument to the 
genins of Mr. Cromwell was a fee the 
like of :which can. hardly- be paral- 
leled In the history of the legal profes- 
sion. It waa-not a'fee, properly speak- 
ing, but a commission. The largest 
estimate of it Is $1,000,000. In reality 
Mr. Cromwell's profits have been esti- 
mated as nearer $2,000,000.

ng $8,000 a year. This was when he 
ucceeded Secretary Russell A. Alger 
t the war department.

George William Curtis. He is Job 
E. Parsons, a New Yorker born an 
bred, legal adviser for big corpora 
tibns and' estates, and as a lawyer be 
lleved to have the finest practice i 
the country. 


Mr. Parsons IB reputed to have re- 


ceived one of the largest fees eve 
taken by a lawyer when he drew ti 
the charter of the sugar trust Ac 
cording to common report, he realize 
$400,000 for this service. As genera 
counsel for"the trust he also.defende 
it during the attack upon the comb 
nation a few years ago. That defens 
is said to have added another $100,00 
to his fortune.

rhich ended in a reversal of the judg- 


ment of the original court martial; 
he celebrated libel suit against Gen 
Di Cetmola, the Tllden will case, the 
Itlgation over Commodore Vander- 
»ilt's millions, and the suit of David 
Stewart against Collis P. Huntlngton, 
o mention only a few.of them. Mr. 
Choate is said to have received fees 


$100,000 on a number of occasions. 


When he was named as ambassador to 
England by President McKinley In 
.898 he had earned a fortune in his 42 
years of practice amounting to some- 
hing over $1,000,000. At that time 
lis income, chiefly from his law prac 
ice, was estimated at $100,000 a year, 
t is said of Mr. Choate that he would 
irobably be richer if he bad devoted 
ilmself to corporation rather than a 
general practice, but that he would 
anly do so at tbe sacrifice of that 
ixcltement and interes't which he finds 
is an advocate. 


John G. Johnson of Philadelphia is 


generally recognized as one of the 
greatest lawyers in the country. He 
nee declined a seat on the bench of 
he 
supreme 
court of the United 


States because, he said, with his 
ncome of $100,000 aB year he would 
e reduced to poverty if he agreed to 
ecome a justice at $8,000 a year. 
Mr. Johnson has since been paid 
100,000 for a single case, like the 
"Jorthern Securities litigation, involv- 


ng the Union Pacific merger. But 
awyers say of him that he will also 
ake $100 cases with $5 fees to right 
n injustice or punish crooked deal- 
ngs when the victims are poor.

The lawyer continued: 
"Always what seems a large' fee to 
tie up-country legislator is really a 
mall fee down here. Expenses are 
arger. Loss in other business Is many 
imes as large as in the up-country 
istricts. 
"As to contingent fees, there are 
lany popular misconceptions. In the 
rst place, many a monopolist would 
o unwhipped of justice, as the courts 
have said in their opinions, but for 
the fact that the poor man who has no 
money or the man of moderate mean's 
Fho feels he cannot risk money can 
mploy counsel on a contingent fee. 
"I personally believe that no pro- 
ision In our statutes Is more Amerl- 
an, In the better sense than the pro. 
ision for a contingent fee. Every law- 
er of standing, in some shape or 
nother, makes his fee contingent in 
art or entirely upon his success. No 
LOdern lawyer would think of charg- 
ng a full fee on a failure, except In 
he rare case of a client whom he 
ever expects to see again. I know 
hat some charge too large a contin- 
ent lee, but many charge only 10, IB 
nd 20 per cent., and some charge 
a little as flve per cent, in rare In- 
;ances. 


How Rewards Are Fixed. 


'A student went to James Russell 


owell and said: 'Professor, I think 
ou have marked me unjustly.' 'Sir,' 
aid Mr. Lowell, with his grand cour- 
esy, 'I would not -willingly wrong 
ou; will you tell me how yon think 
ou should be marked?' The student 
et forth his views, and Mr. Lowell 
dmltted them. I think it has been 
ie common practice of such men as 


Mr. Choate and Mr. Evarts to ask 
lients their view about their fee and 
o- nx the fee largely accordingly. 
And then, even more than with the 
medical profession, it is the custom ol 
awyers to make low charges to the 
oor and unfortunate, and to charge 
omen little or nothing."

splendid new marble union depot at 
Washington which Is designed for tbe 
exclusive use of the president 
and 


uch dignitaries as shall come 
to 


Washington to see the president and 
oward whom the state department 


lew of New Union Station Showing 


the 
Presidential 
Wing and 


Private Entrance. 


will want to show exclusive honors, 
'hese presidential apartments form 
n entire wing of the structure and 
s in effect a railway station complete 
n itself—a luxury the like of which 
s enjoyed by no foreign monarch. 


For, one should explain, nobody ex- 


cept Mr. Roosevelt and his successors 
during their terms of office. Is per- 
mitted to use this wing or to enter its 
magnificent state apartments reserved 
for the chief executive of the repub- 
lic. 


The private entrance, it will be 


understood, is at the front of the 
building, whereas the visitors are ex- 
pected to come in at the rear. It 
opens into a vestibule 30 feet wide by 
20 feet in' depth, on the right-hand 
side of which is a door leading into 
tbe private room aforesaid. This room, 
of considerable size, has a lofty ceil- 
ing decorated In colors and gold. Its 
walla are adorned with panels of blue 
silk. Here and there over the polished 
hardwood floor are scattered costly 
Oriental rugs, and all ot the furniture, 
Including a massive table which 
stands In the middle, 10 of mahogany. 


It Is here that the president would 


wait to receive, let us say, some vis- 
iting king or other distinguished guest 
from a foreign~Jand. 


The state reception room Is the 


most Important feature of »ie presi- 
dential railway station. It is of great 
•lie-r-70 fe«tvin length, and with * 
hltfx' vaulted ceiling beautifully decor- 


ated in frescoes. The-walls llkewis* 
are done in colors. The great elec- 
troliers of glass hanging from 
the 


ceiling contain more than 
halt 
a 


thousand Incandescent lamps, for oc- 
casional use when tbe president and 
his family or guests of state arrive or 
depart at night. Tbe floor is inlaid 
with rare woods, highly polished and 
waxed, and the massive furniture is 
of red leather and mahogany. 


To enter this wonderful room, Mr.. 


Roosevelt does not go out into the 
vestibule, the way by which he came, 
but passes through another door di- 
rectly Into it from his private apart- 
ment. 


It ought to be made clear, however, 


that convenience in the receiving ot 
Important guests Is only an incidental 
object held in view in providing this, 
magnificent private railway station 
for the use of the president of tha 
United States. 


Its main purpose Is to secure priv- 


acy for the chief executive when ha 
arrives at or departs from the nation- 
al capital. One may add that the de- 
scription above given looks forward 
just a little, Inasmuch as the union 
station is at present barely completed, 
and the presidential wing has not yet 
received Its furniture. 


Tbe use of the presidential wing of 


the new station will bar all cranks and 
other Intruders such as dog the foot- 
steps of a president wfien he travels. 
Tbe Garfield tragedy, of which the old 
Pennsylvania station was the scene, 
could not have Occurred had tbe presi- 
dent been safeguarded as future presi- 
dents will be in this new station.

Choate In Many Great Cases. 


Mr. Choate was admitted to the New 
'York bar in 1856. As protege and 
partner of William M. Evarts he won 
immediate success, and 
gained ati

$10,000,000. Mr. Cromwell was made 
assignee. He managed the affairs of 
the concern so skillfully that he de- 
clared a dividend of 100 per cent. He 
was paid $7,222.16 for this work. 


The many great cases that have 


•Mince added to Mr. Cromwell's fame 
•were overshadowed by his fee for the 
Panama canal, deal. Busy as he was 
here, Mr. Cromwell found time to look 
Into the higher politics of Central and 
'South America. How he got track of 
the situation in Panama is a mystery. 
'When he became general counsel for 
the new Panama Canal Company in 
1886 the isthmian route hardly had a 
friend in this country.

started the campaign to have the 
United States buy the property, won 
over the.

"I personally believe that no pro- 


vision In our statutes is more Ameri- 
can, in the better sense than the pro. 
vision for a contingent fee. Every law- 
yer of standing. In some shape or 
another, makes his fee contingent in 
part or entirely upon his success. No 
modern lawyer would think of charg- 
ing a full fee on a failure, except in 
the rare case of a client whom he 
never expects to see again. I know 
that some charge too large a contin- 
gent fee, but many charge only 10, 15 
and 20 per cent., and some charge 
as little as flve per cent, in rare in- 
stances. 


How Rewards Are Fixed. 


"A student went to James Russell 


Lowell and said: 'Professor, I think 
you have marked me unjustly.' 'Sir,' 
said Mr. Lowell, with his grand cour- 
tesy, 'I would not willingly wrong 
you; will you tell me how you think 
you should be marked?'
